page 5, line 33. Appropriate amendments have been made to the specification. 

Claims 3 and 5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 as being indefinite for including the 
term "several." Appropriate amendments have been made to claims 3 and 5. Specifically* the 
term "severa ' has been < stec >n \,m 3, and the terms "one or several" 'have been amended 
io "one or more'' in claim 5. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 8 and 10-15 were rejected under 35 CSC i lg anticipated 

by Mclntyre. Claim 1 recites, "a superconducting cable comprising N phases... classifying the 
phase conductors in N phase groups, each N-phase group comprising a phase conductor from 
. - - v s ^ ... \ is greater than one." 

Claim 1 is directed to a multiphase cable having "N" phases (e.g., three phases). The

Mclntyre does not teach or suggest a multiphase cable. The Office action appears to 
o use Mclntyre's materia s oi construction at 1 1:17-20 -with electrical phases. Mclntyre 
teaches that superconducting strands 24 may be fabricated as a conventional superconducting 
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strand 24a, a silver matrix superconducting strand 24b, and a ribbon superconducting strand 24c. 
Mclntyre does not teach that the superconducting strands 24a, 24b, 24c are separate conductors 
•tor different electrical phases. The reference character "24a/b/c" found in the figures merely 
identifies alternative embodiments, which employ different superconducting strands { e 
conventional 24a, silver matrix 24b and ribbon 24c.) Reference character "24a/b/c" does not 
e i t Tiui&phase cable. 

Further, the Office action asserts thai Mclntyre teaches "classifying the phase conductors 
x groups au< each ament 30 is a different group because it contains each phase 
conductor Ref. #s 24a, 24b, 24c." However, it is the superconducting strand 24 which is made 
up of filaments 30 (] 1:8-9). The filament 30 is not made up of strands 24, as asserted in the 
Office action. Therefore, the filament 30 cannot teach the claimed N-phase group. Applicant 
submits ih xi h k Intj re fails to teach a multiphase cable and does not N-phase groups. 

vpp am submits lat claim 1 is not anticipated by Mclntyre and that claim 1 is 
allowable over Mclntyre. Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10-13 and 15 dapmd from claim 1 and, therefore, 
are also allowable over Mclntyre. The arguments provided above with respect to claim 1 are 
also applicable to claim 14. 

Claim 3 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mclntyre in 
view of Horvath. Claim 3 depends from claim 1, which recites, "providing the N-phase groups 
t s * * " v ■ ^ with a common electrically co nductive screen ." As discussed, 
above, Mclntyre fails to teach or suggest the claimed N-phase groups. Horvath teaches sheaths 
(46, 47. 48, 72. 73) thai consist of a highly resistive material (4:1-3 and 5:1-3). Thus, the sheaths 
of Horvath are not electrically conductive. Applicant submits that the cited combination of 
references fails to teach or suggest providing the N-phase groups or assemblies of N-phase 
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groups with a common electrically conductive screen, as required by claim " Therefore. „ .$rr 3 
. o> „ \ ,\ wtt of Horvath. 

The Examiner objected to claims 7 and 9 for being dependent upon a rejected base 
•daim, h i r> ; ,.\ .: , i claims 7 and 9 contain allowable subject matter. Claims 7 and 9 have 
been amended and are now written in independent form. Therefore, claims 7 and 9 are 
allowable.
